Have one on my regen and it sort of acts 

like a agc curcuit. I clip everything above .8v going to audio out grid 
so if a cw sig drops I do not hear much change as most sigs are above 

that level, but it sure get rid of a lot of garbage in the audio. Am going 
to put one in the audio of the hw 16 but make the clip level adjustable. 
Had one weak tube and replaced it a 6ea8 have not tried ther xmtr yet, but 
will this weekend. who knows I might even work you all on 7040-7050
